Army Will Not Disband. 
The note sot forth that an

creased force was necessary tor the 
maintenance of order in the interior 
and that. 
furthermore, the army 
•would not accept an order for its

In French official circles the Ger- 
man requests are considered merely 
one-more move In the systematic of- 
fensive agulnst the treaty of.Ver- 
sailles. It was pointed out that ,if 
Germany were allowed to retain the 
jrenerft& staff and the corps of offi- 
cers the German army would differ 
from the army of 1914 in nothing 
but the facility -with which the rank 
and flte could be mobilized.

Struck In Farming Belt. 
The storm apparently struck 
in 
the rich farroifig belt lying around 
Bay Spring, Jasper county, Missis- 
sippi, 
and moved northeast across 
the remainder of the-state to vent its 
fury upon the extreme northwestern 
tier of counties In Alabama, before 
moving Into Tennessee. 
All reports agree as to the extreme 
velocity of the wind which levelled 
everything In its path. In and near 
Meridian 21 persons lost their lives 
while 1.6 employes at a lumber canrp 
in Neshoba county were killed in the 
destruction of the camp structures.

TAKING KAISER'S PROPERTY 
SEEMS SERIOUS GERMAN JOB 


The first reading of the bill for the 
Inancial 
settlement 
between 
the 


Hohenzollern family and the state 
led to a heated debate in the Prus- 
sian assembly, In which the party 
differences stood out sharply, 
says 
Vc-rwaerts, Berlin (Moderate Social- 
ist). According to the finance com- 
mittee the division would be aa fol- 
lows: 
Private Property: ' 
1. 30 castles and estates, to be re- 


t&lne4 by .the Hohenzollerns. , 


2. 
25 castles and estates, together 


with my pictures and valuables, to 
be handed over to the 
state, 
for 
which compenslon is to be pad. 
State Property: 
Fifty castles and estates to be re- 


nounced by the Hohenzollerns 
in 


favor of the state. 
The decision, has aroused great in- 


dignation in'the 
socialist 
parties. 
They reckon that, according to this 
settlement, the private estate of the 
Hohenzollerns amounts to about one 
billion miirks and consider that some 
of It at least should become public 
property. 
There Is, however, a. clause in the 


German constitution (Weimar, July, 
1019), which runs: 
"Expropriation 


can only be undertaken In the com- 
mon Interest and In virtue of a law. 
Adequate compensation shall be paid, 
unless a national law lay down con- 
trary regulations." 
The social dem- 
ocratic factions of the national as- 
sembly and the Prussian state assem- 
bly, have-therefore passed a resolu- 
tion that the government be asked, 
immediately to frame a law whereby 
full compensation for the expropria- 
tion of the former Prussian royal 
house need not be matte. 
The democratic party, according to- 
the Frankfort Zeltung, has taken the 
line that the question Is purely a le- 
gal one and should not be mixed up 
with politics.

THE PRICE OP COTTON'. 


Cotton, the gold mine product of the south, has 


reached the highest point known since the close 
of the civil war. 
Spot middling upland, the basis 


for cotton quotations, is being sold at above 40 
cents. 
Six years ago when the'whole north was 


being called- upon to "buy a bale of cotton" and 
save the south, the staple was selling at 6 and 7 
cents. A bale weighs 500 pounds and the produc- 
tion differs—good land yielding a bale to the acre. 
At '10 cents the planter would sret S-200 an acre 
for a crop that requires a minimum of care in 
tending- and the hardest part only is getting help 
for the picking. But the seed also brings a pro- 
portionate increase In price now and that Is an 
Item which never used to count in the planter's 
calculations. But we are not so much interested 
In the cotton grower as we are in the results of 
the high priced cotton to us who have to use it. 
Cotton was not stabilized in war time as was 
wheat. The south, the greatest; beneficiary of the 
Wilson war program, constantly fought the ef- 
fort'to keep the price of cotton out of specula- 
tion. Congress failed on account of the strength 
of tho. southern members who dominated the dem- 
ocratic party. 


We will pay the price to the south in increased 


prices for cotton fabrics, even the overalls being 
alfeutecl. 
Higher prices than those now quoted 


fc-r the raw product, are predicted by the specu- 
lators and the May future price of 40 cents is in- 
dicative of the strength of the belief. 
Percales, 


ginghams, calicoes, print goods, cotton ducks, 
denims,—all the staples that enter into the eco- 
nomical buylrig of the household, are bound to 
feel the effect of the higher cotton and the prices 
will be added by the wholesaler long before any 
of the high priced cotton gets into (the cloths. 
"What's one man's meat is another man's poison," 
is well Illustrated here. The south has never been 
HO prosperous, and white and black have parfici- 
pated In the cotton price jump.
